Mr.  Mann  had  apparently  been  taking  advantage 
of  the  three-day  Memorial  Day  weekend  to  Visit  his 
daughter  attending  school  st  Snow  College. 

Mias  Mann  testified  she  and  Midget)  were  trying 
to  sear*  her  father  away.  She  said  her  father  had 
raped  her  when  she  w  as  1 5  and  had  been  Involved  In 
Incestuous  relations  since  then. 

Mr.  Mann  refused  to  comment  on  the  accusation 
of  incest,  taking  the  Fifth  Amendment  right  to 
refuse  testimony  against  himself 

A  seven-woman,  one-man  Jury  later  gave  Patty 
Mann  an  acquittal  of  her  conspiracy  to  commit 
second-degree  murder  charges. 


The  trial  for  charges  against  Midgely  begin

The  lafferty'*  were  apprehended  in  Reno,  Nev. , 
on  Aug.  7.  The  two  had  apparently  been  in  Reno 
earlier  in  the  summer  to  do  some  work  and  were 
returning  to  visit  a  friend  of  Ron  Lafferty. 

The  laffrrtys  attempted  to  keep  the  trial  In 
Nevada.  They  said  U*c>  could  rot  receive  a  fair  trial 
In  Utah  because  of  the  LDS  Church's  influence. 

On  Aug.  17  Judge  Roy  Torvtnen  of  the  Washoe 
District  In  Reno  ordered  the  extradition  of  the  Laf¬ 
ferty  brother* . 

The  Lafferty*  »ay  they  will  defend  themselves. 
Dan  Lafferty  aaid.  "We  don't  want  to  assume  come 
sel  because  It  would  appear  we  were  incompetent  to 
represent  ourselves."  They  have,  however, 
accepted  the  help  of  a  public  defender  to  help  them 
understand  legal  protecting*. 

Preliminary  hearing*  for  the  lafferty*  will  begin 
Monday.

"Bad  check  writing  would  be  part  of  the  honor 
n*le.  ye*,  hut  w  ith  a  tw  u  man  staff  and  the  volume 
of  work  (if  such  a  program  wa*  instituted!,  we'd 
have  to  have  a  big  building,"  Whitaker  told  the 
Herald. 

Later.  Whitaker  said  that  while  he  was  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  problem  and  hail  not  intended  to 
sound  m>  unin(cre«lrd  and  ismuupriaCir.  the  uni 
veraity  ha*  no  plan*  at  prrsent  to  institute  the 
practice.

Ail  crimes  should  be  reported  to  the  University 
Police.  Lemmon  said.  "We  are  concerned  about 
crime  prevention  here  at  BYU.  Whether  a  book 
geu  stolen  or  a  car.  we  want  to  know  about  it. 
Unless  people  report  s  crime  there  is  nothing  we 
can  do  about  it.”  he  said. 

Other  crime*  that  occur  on  thU  campus,  although 
they  are  very  minimal,  are  potential  crime*  or 
crimes  against  person*.  Chief  Robert  W.  Kelshaw 
said. 

According  to  Kelahaw.  there  needs  to  be  safety 
precaution*  taken  against  these  types  of  crimes 
rabt,  People,  (Specially  females,  should  not  walk 
alone  after  dark.  They  should  schedule  their  times 
and  visit*  away  from  their  apartments  with 
roomates  or  someone  who  know*  where  they  will  be 
at  all  times,  Kelshaw  said.  . 

Women.  Lemmon  said,  should  walk  in  a  well- 
lighted  area  and  make  themselves  aware  of  the 
emergency  phones  throughout  the  campus.  The 
phone*  provide  a  direct  line  right  to  the  police  de¬ 
partment. 

Lemmon  said.  The  department  really  discour¬ 
age*  hitchhiking,  because  that  is  a  quick  way  tn 
become  sexually  assaulted.”  He  also  encouraged 
female  studenU  to  be  wary  of  some  modeling  agen¬ 
cies  that  might  exploit  women, 

This  month  the  U  niveraity  Police  will  be  sponsor¬ 
ing  a  self-defense  session  against  sexual  assull  w  all 
the  dorms  on  campus.  Lemmon  said. 

Kelshaw  said  police  can  be  reached  by  calling 
37K-2222,  or  911  in  an  emergency  situation.
